Jack Warrick, a prison guard 


and telephone operator was re- 
leased to get a bottle of milk be- 
cause he has! stomadi ulcers. Sam 
Broyles, a convict - hostage, was 
released Wednesday night for the 
a^ne reason and did not return, 
Newsmen were unable to talk to 
him. 


Charles Cottle, a prison psy- 


cologist, said Warrick told him 
the convicts have treated all their 
hostages well.

psychologist. 


Warrick was not permitted to 


talk to newsmen at the prison and 
\%s not taken back into the room 
with the other hostages, He said 
he believed one of the convicts 
was ready to come out if the other 
one would agree.
